offers infinite scope. At 
the early Openings, the 
grand couturiers in the main agree on only two things—short 
skirts and variety. In other respects, the mode is a potpourri. 

No single silhouette predominates. A costume may be 
straight in line, with a semifitted or straight bodice. It may 
flare at the hips, at the bottom, or from the hips down in tiers or 
ruffles. It may be a bolero, or it may blouse above snug hips. 
It may even follow princesse lines, without a waist-line. 


INFINITE VARIETY IN THE MODE 


It may be of diaphanous transparency, in materials such as 
georgette crépe, chiffon, tulle, voile, or lace. It may be sharply 
defined in taffeta, moire, lamé, rep, silk twill, the novelty wool- 
lens, broadcloth, crepella, kasha, frisca, kashatoil, or duvetine. 
It may fall between the two in crépe de Chine, crépe romain, 
satin, foulard, shantung, tussur, alpaca, tub silk, or the new 
soft taffeta. And a combination of practically any two ma- 
terials may be found in the same frock. 

In colour, the same catholic taste is manifest. The pastels 
have relinquished their strangle hold of last spring. The im- 
portance of black, black and white, and white can not be over- 
emphasized. Among the colours, reds, greens, and the violine 
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LOUISEBOULANGER 
Louiseboulanger follows the line 
of the body and yet gives a wid 
silhouette in this gown of white 
crépe romain with two side trains 
and with raffia-bound inserts of 
transparent green, blue, and yel- 
low printed chiffon. The lines are 
of dark blue raffia embroidery. 
The very deep back décolletag 
contrasts with the higher front

In the ensembles for daytime wear, the combinations are in- 
finite. Incidentally, the relation between the coat and the frock 
is not so close as formerly. The coat is often a contrast in 
colour, fabric, or both. Jenny combines a black taffeta coat 
with a blue rep dress. The lining is not necessarily a link - 
between them, though many printed dresses have print-lined 
coats in dark coloured wool or silk. Molyneux lines a wool 
coat accompanying’a wool frock with plush painted to resemble 
fur. Taffeta and shantung are also new used as linings. 


COATS AND CAPES ARE RIVALS 


Coats and capes share prominence. The former are long, 
short, three-quarters, and seven-eighths length. The short ones, 
appearing in the tailleur, flare at the hips, fit them snugly, in- 
dicate an almost natural waist-line, or end in a bolero. ’ The 
bolero dress is often seen. 

Talbot, Lelong, and Martial et Armand show suits in which 
the skirt appears on the outside of the blouse, just above the

hips. Many little three-piece tailleurs are boy- 
ish in genre, with double-breasted short coats 
and high collars, often of the stock variety. The 
high collar is treated particularly well by 
Drecoll. 

The long coat is most often straight in line. 
When it flares, side fulness is the most prevalent. 
Many of these long coats are fastened with one 
button. Premet shows the short one-button coat 
with rounded corners. 

Coats are seldom fur trimmed, but, when they 
are, it is usually with fox. Deeuillet, however, 
shows a series of coats with small flat fur collars. 
Drecoll trims a brown leather coat with a very 
amusing prune, champagne, and fawn-grey fur 
called “lapin gorge de martre.’ Nicole Groult 
has several very lovely fur-trimmed, soft, supple 
suede coats. 

Capes, too, are in all lengths, both circular and 
gathered. There are also many cape-back coats, 
the capes both long and short. Lenief has a 
cape-back coat in which the long cape is trimmed 
with deep, thick fringe, like fur. The cape- 
back dress is oftenest in diaphanous materials, 
though it appears in rep, kasha, and other 
heavier fabrics, frequently above a tiered skirt. 
Molyneux shows a coat-back dress. 


THE ONE-PIECE FROCK 


Considering the one-piece frock, which ap- 
pears with and without a coat, the silhouette 
is apt to be governed by the house making it. 
Martial et Armand favour the flare below the 
hips. Molyneux continues to show the skirt 
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This Vionnet model, “4338,” is a shim- 

mering frock of gold lamé that follows 

the contour of the body and flowers 

into petals in the skirt. Silver embroti- 

dery trims the décolletage and edges the 
deep, pointed petals 


with fulness—falling straight, however, below 
the straight or blousing bodice and string belt. 
Many of Jenny’s frocks flare about eight inches 
above the hem. Chantal’s skirts are cut circular 
or with godets, with pleated fronts. Yvonne 
Davidson uses undulating ruffles, with skirt ful- 
ness usually concentrated at the front. Deeuillet 
has many diagonal pleats, preserving a straight 
silhouette. Doucet, Irfé, Lelong, Drecoll, and 
Renée, among others, show the notched sil- 
houette. At least one example of the bolero is 
found in almost every house. 


PRINTS ARE SMART 


These one-piece frocks are printed and plain, 
in transparent and heavy materials. The trans- 
parent frocks are apt to belong to the fluttery 
school, with cape-backs, petalled and scalloped 
skirts, ruffles, and pleated panels. In the printed 
crépes, foulard, tulle, and voile, the dot, plaid, 
and floral designs (both large and small) and 
dégradé motif effects are most seen. Black and 
white, red and white, and green and white are 
popular, though riotous colour is also used. Le- 
long uses bordered prints very effectively. Jean 
Patou makes some lovely diaphanous frocks 
printed at the shoulders and in the skirts, with 
plain bodices. 

Silk twill, satin, especially crépe satin, and 
taffeta are also used to make more formal frocks. 
Street dresses are of rep, broadcloth, crepella, 
kasha, frisca, or kashatoil. Irfé and Nowitzky 
make dresses of hand-embroidered chintz. Plaid 
taffeta is important in combination with almost

Ruffles are used in even tiers, with undulating 
movement in the Davidson manner, and on the 
edges of jumpers and skirts at Jenny’s. Lelong 
repeatedly achieves a gilet effect with encrusted 
oval bands. Yteb offers the classic double-

Lace occupies a very prominent place in the 
collections.

Black lace, 
white lace, coloured lace, silver lace, and gold 
lace are all used. These are combined with 
satin, lamé, taffeta, crépe de Chine, georgette 
crépe, and chiffon. 














All silhouettes are carried into the evening 
dress—from the princesse almost to the picture- 
dress line. But, in general, dresses may be 
divided into two groups—the diaphanous ones 
with draperies and softly flaring skirts and the 
glittering ones, sequined and beaded, which 
usually hang straight and are simply cut. The 
houses famous for their robes de style will be 
discussed in the next number of Vogue.

run with perfect freedom of movement to the 
assistance of the man whom she accompanies in 
the guise of a real comrade (the dream of all 
men) and not as an agreeable responsibility to 
whom, on all occasions, his first thoughts must 
be given.

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R. R. A.: What are the 

duties of an usher at a large 

formal wedding, from the 
ushers’ dinner through the wedding 
itself ? 

Ans.: The duties of an usher at a 

wedding are simple. He shows guests 
to their seats, usually guided by lists 
that have been made out by the 
family. If the usher is a stranger and does not 
know by sight the family friends and ac- 
quaintances, he would simply ask a lady, as 
he offered her his arm, whether she would be 
kind enough to give him her name so that he 
might find her place on his list. When there 
is no particular seating of people, his duties 
are even more simple, as he need only escort 
anybody to any place. The head usher assigns 
the other ushers to the various aisles, and 
it is also his duty to see that a signal is 
given to the groom when the bridal party is 
about to enter the church, so that he may 
come in with the best man and the minister 
at the same moment. At the reception, ushers 
are still useful in bringing guests up to speak to 
the bride and helping them to such refreshments 
as they may desire. An usher has no duties 
whatever at the ushers’ dinner; he is there as a 
guest of the groom and only has to make him- 
self congenial and have an enjoyable time. 


Miss I. M. H.: What is the order in which 
the bridal party enters? What are the duties of 
the maid of honour? What kind of a bouquet 
should the bride carry? 

Ans.: In the bridal procession, the ushers walk 
first (two by two), then the bridesmaids (also in 
pairs), the maid of honour next, and, last, the 
bride on her father’s arm. If there are any flower 
girls, they walk between the maid of honour and 
the bride. The groom waits for the bride at the 
altar with the best man beside him; they gen- 
erally come out of the vestry with the clergyman 
as soon as the bridal procession enters the church. 
The maid of honour stands nearest the bride 
during the ceremony in order to take her bouquet 
or prayer-book while the ring is put on, to re- 
turn the bouquet or prayer-book when the bride 
is ready, and to arrange her train for her as she 
turns from the altar. If she can help the bride 
with any of the wedding plans, she may do so, 
but the fundamental use of the maid of honour 
is to accompany the bride to the church and 
assist her through the wedding ceremony. 

The showery bouquet of lilies-of-the-valley com- 
bined with gardenias, roses, or white orchids is 
always very lovely for a bride. If, however, she 
is being married in a travelling costume, only a 
small bunch of flowers or corsage would be worn 
by her. Should she wear a summery frock and 
hat, she might carry a bouquet of beautiful gar- 
den flowers. 


Mrs. R. L.: What is the correct costume for the 
bridegroom, the best man, and the ushers at a for- 
mal morning wedding? Is the conventional cut- 
away coat worn? Isa dinner-jacket ever correct ? 

Ans.: A dinner-jacket is never correct for day

wear; it is worn only after six o'clock in the 
evening. The correct costume for the groom and 
his attendants at a strictly formal morning wed- 
ding consists of a black cutaway coat with black- 
and-white striped trousers, a waistcoat of the 
same material as the coat, or one of linen or 
cloth in grey or buff colour, and a high silk hat. 
With this, they would wear black calfskin or 
patent leather Oxfords or cloth-top boots. A wing 
collar, with either an Ascot or a bow tie, is gen- 
erally worn with a cutaway coat, but it is not 
unusual for young men to wear a double starched 
collar and a four-in-hand, for many young men 
find this more comfortable, and it certainly looks 
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more in keeping with their age than 
the stiff and pompous combination of 
wing collar and a four-in-hand. 


Mrs. E. McK.: What flowers 
would be used for the bridesmaids’ 
bouquets if the gowns are pink? 

Ans.: A _ lovely bouquet for a 
bridesmaid may be made of lilies-of- 

the-valley combined with roses, or some such 
combination as pink snapdragons with pale 
blue larkspur or with babies’-breath. Lilies-of- 
the-valley and sweet peas are also good, espe- 
cially since sweet peas may now be had in 
lovely pastel shades to harmonize with one’s dress. 


Miss F. D.: What is the correct form for a 
wedding announcement where the parents are not 
living and the only near relatives are unmarried 
sisters? When is it correct to announce one’s 
own wedding ? 

Ans.: When the parents of the bride are not 
living, wedding announcements may be sent out 
in the name of an uncle or aunt, brother or sister 
(married or single), or some older relation. If 
she has no near relations, the bride would have 
to send out the announcements in her own name 
or allow her husband’s family to do so for her. 
The accepted forms of wedding announcements 
in such cases are as follows:

Miss D. C.: What is the correct order of the 
bridal procession when there is no one to give 
the bride away? When a wedding announce- 
ment is sent to more than one member of a 
family, to whom is it addressed? Should the 
names of all the persons for whom the invitation 
is meant appear on the outside of the envelope? 

Ans.: According to the services most often 
used, the nearest male relative gives the bride 
away. If her father is not living, any other male 
telation may give her away—a brother, a cousin, 
an uncle, or even an old friend of the family may 
perform this office. If there is no one whom she 
cares to ask, this part of the ceremony may be 
omitted. The wedding procession enters in the 
same order in either case—the ushers first, then 
the bridesmaids, the maid of honour next, and 
last the bride, either alone or on the arm of her 
father or whoever is to give her away. 

For most wedding announcements, a double 
sheet of paper and two envelopes are used; others

HAVE been asked to speak on 

Forecasting the Mode, and, in 

the very beginning, I want to 
tell you that I did not choose this 
subject. In fact, being accustomed 
all my life to hide behind the safe 
protection of the printed page, I 
find it particularly trying to come 
out into the open like this and talk 
to you face to face on a subject 
about which you probably know a 
great deal yourselves. It is always 
so much better to talk to people about things that 
neither you nor they know anything about, don’t 
you think? One is so much more likely to get 
away with it. But, having been very ably finessed 
by your masterful secretary into promising to 
speak on this topic, I find myself forced to ask 
you to forgive me if what I have to say seems too 
thoroughly a Vogue view-point. Since all my long 
career has been on this one magazine, I haven’t 
any other. Besides, this seems to me an espe- 
cially dangerous subject—Forecasting the Mode. 
If I tell you exactly how it is done, you will see 
at once that I have no occult power—that I am 
neither a fortune-teller nor a prophetess—, and 
then Vogue may be without honour among you. 
Of course, I know that to the members of my 
own sex who are present, it would be hopeless 
anyway to pretend that there is any very deep 
mystery in this reading of the fashion cards, but 
I do feel that every man likes to believe that 
there is something mysterious, something instinc- 
tively, intuitively feminine about a fashion fore- 
cast, and it seems hardly fair to ask me to shake 
that belief. But, if I am to tell you the truth, I 
must show you how much a matter of observa- 
tion and of logic it is, and then I suppose the 
masculine part of this audience will decide at 
once that, if that is all it is, men have all the 
logic anyway, and a good many of these highly 
paid, more or less unreasonable females had bet- 
ter be dispensed with! But do not be afraid, 
ladies, I shall not try to leave that impression. 


A FORMULA TOR TORECASTING 


If you were to ask me to summarize in the 
briefest possible formula the best way to foretell 
a coming mode, I should say—observe fashion 
in the right place and with the right focus. Now, 
as to the right place—quite naturally, everybody 
will immediately say Paris. Well, Paris, of 
course, but not only Paris. The right places to 
observe the fashions are where the fashionables 
forgather. It is the fashionables who make the 
fashions—not the designers, not the great cou- 
turiers, not even the fashion magazines. It is 
the women of the fashionable world who make 
the fashions—what they accept is the fashion; 
what they reject, is not. It is, of course, true 
that the designers and couturiers create models. 
But creating a model and making it a fashion 
are very far from being the same thing. You 
must remember that many are created, but few 
are chosen—, and it is those few that are chosen, 
and chosen by the right people, that become the

Even if every woman of 
the fashionable world could be depended upon 
to choose her clothes with flawless taste, it would 
still be impossible for most of the world to be 
privileged to see them. But, heaven knows, that 
is not the case. When I say that it is the fash- 
ionables who make the fashions, I don’t mean 
to infer that every woman in the so-called world 
of society is a woman of fashion; far from it! 
There is, in fact, an appalling amount of bad 
dressing, of questionable taste, everywhere in the 
world. Both the fashion-wise and unwise seek 
some authoritative judge, some experienced, dis- 
criminating, impartial guide to chic. And it is 
just here that I must, reluctantly, and modestly, 
give you the prescription (or perhaps subscrip- 
tion would be a better word) for this guide—you 
should take a Vogue’s-Eye View of the Mode. 

For a Vogue’s-Eye View is a wholly impersonal 
one. We are in a position to survey the whole 
field of fashion and to report only that which 
is smart, which is new, and which is correct from 
the standpoint of good taste. Unlike either the 
creators of the mode or the shops’ buyers, who 
naturally must sell what they have made and 
bought, we are free to see the whole panorama of 
the mode as it passes under our unprejudiced eyes, 
and to report accurately without fear or favour 
what we find smart—for it matters not to us 
whether kasha or crépe is worn, or whether to 
Chanel or to Patou go the honours of the season. 
We have no stock in any commodity or house, 
and it is a matter of sublime indifference to us 
who wins the fashion race, so long as what we 
publish passes our standard of taste and our 
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reports are correct and informative. 

We maintain a very highly trained 
staff of specialists to report and 
forecast the mode—editors who fol- 
low the footsteps of the modish 
wherever they wander, and many of 
our contributory editors are them- 
selves women of the smart world. 
Wherever there is chic to be seen, 
you may depend upon it, there is 
one of our representatives on hand 
to report it. You can readily imag- 
ine that to maintain a group of specialists in 
this field is a tremendously expensive thing 
to do. 

Of course, we know that certain of the larger, 
more progressive merchants in the big cities em- 
ploy style advisers and fashion reporters of 
their own for this very purpose. I often meet 
these representatives in the highways of fashion. 
This is a clever, intelligent thing to do, but, ob- 
viously, this can only be done in a limited way. 
It is not practicable for the great majority of 
shops throughout the country, and, even if it 
were, you would need a gauge—an unbiased, im- 
personal judge to pass sentence, so to speak, on 
the evidence that your scouts bring in. That is 
what we are trying to be to you, both through 
our magazine and through our special Bulletin 
Service which is prepared especially for the trade. 
In Vogue itself and in this Bulletin, we try to 
give you, not only the mode at its beginning, but 
the mode throughout its course. 


THE FASHION RACE 


Imagine, if you like, a race-track with observ- 
ers stationed at different points. One observer 
sees all the horses start—sees all the models in all 
the great collections—and reports to us, The next 
and most important observer, takes the point I 
have previously described and reports on which 
of the models are chosen by the smart French- 
woman. Those who have not been so chosen are 
eliminated from the race for smartness, and gen- 
erally from the race for popularity as well— 
though not always. The third observer, a society 
woman in New York, chronicles the bringing 
over of such of these models as are ordered per- 
sonally by smart American women in Paris. 
These constitute the high point of fashion over 
here. The fourth, in touch with the great im- 
porters, sees and chooses from their collections. 
The fifth takes up the tale as it concerns the 
great New York shops. From the reports of 
all, taken together, such prophecies as Vogue 
indulges in are made up. I believe that, by 
studying our magazine, the merchant who has 
no fashion staff in Paris may be warned far 
ahead, while the merchant who has such a staff 
will find it invaluable to check its reports with 
ours. Besides that, there are two points in the 
life of every fashion—at its birth and at its 
death—when Vogue can be invaluable to you. 
We can tell you when the stork is coming and 
when to call in the undertaker. And, at the rate 
fashions are being born and murdered these days,

|e THE first place, she thinks of her clothes. So does the 
groom, for that matter. We are in a position to know, because 
we are in the confidence of brides all over the country, and of 
quite a number of grooms also. But, although without the part 
of Hamlet there could be no play, and without a groom no 
wedding, the bride’s rdle is the leading one, and we are con- 
strained to fix most of our attention upon her. We have written 
before urging the groom to greater self-assertion; we have 
pictured him ruffling it up the aisle with his groomsmen while 
the lady waited timidly in the shadow of the vestry door, but 
so far nothing has been done to make the man anything but 
an essential supernumerary. We lament this, for we believe 
that, given his proper importance at the wedding ceremony, he 
might stand a better chance of ruling the roost afterward. But 
this is a point of view that is not quite old-fashioned enough 
to be ready to come round again in the circle of change. Now- 
adays, the roost is not ruled by any one. It is divided into 
accurate, or not so accurate, halves. At any rate, it is divided. 


O, AS far as we may judge by our experience, are the 

bride’s thoughts. They are concentrated upon the minutiz 
of the event, the bridal ceremony. They have to do with the 
kind of gown she is to wear and the kind of gowns her brides~ 
maids are to wear; the colour scheme of the whole pageant; 
with the sort of flowers, if any, they are to carry; the adjustment 
of veil, or hat; the quality of shoes; whether gloves are necessary. 
And, sometimes, she is not sure in her own mind whether the 
hour she selects does not carry some particular etiquette in 
regard to costume which it may be to her disadvantage not to 
know, and whether the sort of reception, and the character 
of the collation, should not be especially devised to suit her 
case. Poor little bride, the terror of making a failure of a new 
life with a comparatively strange man is as nothing to the 
terror of failing to wear the right clothes, or stage the ceremony 
in the right surroundings. 


ELL, if this is the day of days to her, she ought to be 

helped with all the advice we can give her. First, we'll 
assure her that—unless she chooses an evening wedding, which. 
among people of the great cosmopolitan centres, has long since 
ceased to be smart—her dress and her bridesmaids’ dresses 
entirely depend upon taste, age, and circumstance, and not upon 
the hour. She might be clothed in cloth of silver at twelve 
o'clock, and in a travelling costume at four, if she happened 
to want a gorgeous occasion made of one or a simple flitting 
away of the other. If her taste runs to pageantry, she may have 
a pageant, in appropriate setting. If her taste is plain and 
modern, she may indulge it. She is under no obligation to make 
a grand party of it unless she pleases.

F SHE does please, she has only to remember to keep the 

thing in scale. Should she be dressed in cloth of silver, 
or ivory satin, or white chiffon and followed by a tangle of 
bridesmaids whose gowns repeat the period or the general 
fashion of hers, she can not be met by a groom in business 
clothes. He has got to be in the picture to the extent of such 
day-ceremoniousness as a gentleman’s wardrobe now affords; 
shoulders well set into a black or dark grey cutaway coat, 
chin held proudly away from the latest thing in bow ties or 
cravats; his striped trousers striking a lighter note, his high 
hat matching the jet of his patent leather shoes in glossy 
reflection, while his white boutonniére gleams hopefully from 
his buttonhole. His best man must do him honour along the 
same lines, and his ushers also, though slightly more frivolous 
in that they may have a dash of discreet colour in shirt and 
decorative flower, must be in the same fashion-plate form. 
If a large breakfast follows, it may be set at little tables or 
served from one large one, but it will contain everything 
necessary for an excellent, though not heavy, luncheon. 


F THE bride wishes to unite herself to the man of her heart 
simply, and to slip off upon her wedding journey without 
undue fuss—again, whatever the hour, she has only to arrange 
everything appropriately. She can be as demure as Jenny 
Wren herself, and the groom and his best man can be in bus- 
inesslike or travel-like habiliments. Naturally, there can’t be 
half a dozen tailor-made bridesmaids, but one young woman in 
afternoon apparel can be in attendance, and, if the company 
warrant it, an usher or two can show them to their seats. A sort 
of five o’clock tea-party may follow, or the newly married may fly 
from the church to the train. Brides may be brides at home, 
as well as in the sanctuary. Brides may be brides in the gardens 
of their summer places. But, wherever they choose to be 
married, the main thing to remember about clothes and the 
ceremony (to take them according to their importance) is 
that both should be suited to the surroundings. 





“ALL the world’s a stage,” we know, “and all the men and 

women merely players,” but, for this particular bit oi 
drama, we sometimes wonder if our own countrywomen are as 
competent in the rest of the scenes as they are in the first. Are 
their sympathies as soft as their satins?

HE madness which has characterized

sided. Once more imbecility holds only a 
ninority of our stages, and so we may con- 
sider ourselves back to normalcy again. The ex- 
hibits this fortnight are varied. In quality, they 
range from very good to mediocre and worse; in 
subject, all the way from sex to sex; and in 
genre, from melodrama to drama, to comedy, to 
farce, to “from the French,” to Ibsen. Ibsen is 
ihe leader; no less than four of his works are 
flourishing at present between Forty-First Street 
and Fifty-Second! 


“JOHN GABRIEL BORKMAN’”’ 


VA LE GALLIENNE’S production of ‘The 

Master Builder” has already been reviewed 
in these pages. While performing that chef 
d’ceuvre in the evenings, Miss Le Gallienne and 
her company are giving a series of matinées of 
“John Gabriel Borkman”—one of the most skil- 
ful, most searching, and most moving of the great 
Norwegian’s dramas. In none of his plays— 
which is equivalent to saying in no play—is the 
workmanship more masterly; the exposition is 
woven into the action like the threads in a Gobe- 
lin tapestry; the conflict is sharp and quivering, 
the movement unhesitatingly crescendo to the end 
of the third act. The final act, like the final act 
of “Rosmersholm,” is largely superfluous. 

The struggle of twin sisters for a man and 
later for his son, in which both are defeated, is 
epic, terrifically tragic, evoking the Aristotelian 
pity and terror almost too acutely. At times, the 
pain becomes all but unbearable. Miss Le Galli- 
enne plays Ella Rentheim—the spinster sister 
who loved Borkman and saw him marry her 


sister, who reared Erhart, the son of that mar-

riage, and can not hold him—with deep penetra- 
tion and the new-found positivity which makes 
her Hilda memorable. Helen Haye as Mrs. Bork- 
man gives a profound interpretation of an exact- 
ing role. Egon Brecher’s John Gabriel suffers 
from the same shortcomings that made his per- 
formances in “The Master Builder” and O'Neill's 
“The Fountain” ineffective; either because of lin- 
guistic difficulties or a physical misfortune, his 
words flow from him unemphasized or wrongly 
stressed—only rarely do his utterances manage to 
be forceful in the right place. John Buckler’s 
Erhart is a lad so colourless that the desperate 
fight of his mother and his aunt for him is not 
casily comprehensible. 


“LITTLE EYOLF”’ 


1 i Ba EYOLF” is not one of Ibsen’s best 
plays, and, in the acting accorded it at 
the Guild Theatre—for special matinées—, it 
seems worse than it is. The dramatist has re- 
sorted to crude coincidences—the sister and 
brother discover they are not sister and brother 
when a triangle complication is necessary; in 
order to finish a dénouement, the poor people 
of the village howl at just the proper moment— 
things like that. He does not hesitate to use the 
technical devices of a neophyte to facilitate exits 
and entrances. But, for all its crudities, “Litt!e 
Eyolf” would be an interesting play were it given 
even a creditable production. That, William A.

Gabler” is weak in only one place—Louis Cal- 
hern fails to endow Lovborg with the tragic 
overtone that the part demands; he plays him on 
one stratum. Otherwise, it is as fine a rendition 
of his masterpiece as we are likely to see in our 
time. Even Emily Stevens’s mannerisms help her 
Hedda. The trick she has learned or inherited 
from her aunt, Mrs. Fiske, of jerking her words 
out in sharp staccato, seems indigenous to the 
wife of Tesman. There is no villainy in her 
Hedda—she is a neurotic who destroys on im- 
pulse and then, instead of feeling the remorse 
which normally follows destruction, destroys 
something else. All this Miss Stevens makes 
clear. She does more—she gives Hedda vivid- 
ness, variety, intensity, and the sense of being 
driven by something inexorable. Dudley Digges 
is not less successful with the thick Tesman. The 
Judge Brack of Frank Conroy is incisive and sen- 
sitive. Patricia Collinge brings to Mrs. Elvsted 
just the right combination of weakness and strength.

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NCE upen a time, as everybody 
knows, there was a princess who 
came to visit the home of her pro- 
spective bridegroom and passed a miserable 
night because her mother-in-law-to-be had 
placed a pea under the twenty mattresses 
and twenty feather-beds upon which the 
guest was to sleep. The princess was dis- 
tinctly annoyed, which was the author’s 
way of saying that, even as long ago as 
fairy-tale days, one of the attributes of 
aristocracy and breeding was extreme fas- 
tidiousness about the daintiness and com- 
fort of one’s bed—a moral that has grown 
still truer with the constant increase in luxury. 
To-day, almost every lovely lady in the smart 
world might pass for a princess if she were judged 
by this fastidiousness. The famous pea that 
proved the royal birth of the heroine of the fairy- 
tale has become a symbol for any smallest lack of 
care or taste in the outfitting of the bed in which 
the smart woman sleeps. For this delightfully 
pampered person loves luxury and _ loveliness— 
like the princess and like all the women of taste 
and culture that came between them. 
3ut there is one shop in*®New York, Carlin 
Comforts, in which any princess would revel. 
It is a shop where every detail of the bed and 
the chaise longue is planned with infinite care and 
perfect taste. It offers blankets and comforters, 
sheets and pillow-slips, cushions and covers that 
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would stir the enthusiasm of any woman who 
likes beauty in household things. Everything is 
just a little more charming than one had thought 
that bed-coverings could be. 

This shop equips a bed so that. the most par- 
ticular princess would sleep in it with the un- 
broken slumber of deep, luxurious comfort. It 
begins with sheets and pillow-slips of soft pink 
crépe de Chine—for this is a very modern prin- 
cess. (Her grandmother, of course, was scan- 
dalized when crépe de Chine underwear was first 
worn in place of linen and sheer cottons, and her 
mother still feels that linen sheets are a little more 
conservatively genteel, but the princess, like many 
other smart women to-day, enjoys the luxurious 
softness of silk and the charm it adds to the 
appearance of her room when she finds the

Next comes the blanket—a little softer 
and warmer and lighter than other blankets 
and in the loveliest colours imaginable. A 
blanket in a cool pale green is very charm- 
ing against the pink sheets, but one of the 
several shades of pink or rose is a more 
usual choice and equally attractive.

It would be hard to think of a more unusual 
and delightful wedding present than such an 
outfit for a bed, or a pair of blankets with com- 
forters in the same colour. 

There are bedspreads, too, to be had at this 
shop of delectable bed-coverings, but these are 
not so classic, since they must harmonize with 
the hangings and decorations of the room in 
which they are to go. One may bring samples, 
however, and choose accordingly, or seek advice 
from the designer in the shop—a woman with 
unerring taste in such matters and a remarkable 
sense of colour. 

DRESSING THE CHAISE LONGUE 

For the chaise longue, there are two types of 
fittings, equally lovely, but very different. One 
type is for the woman who likes elaborate ele- 
gance in her boudoir; for her, there is a couvre- 
pieds of metal brocade lined with shirred chiffon 
and trimmed with a band of brown fox fur anda 
ruffle of gold lace and chiffon—such a cover as 
the luxurious ladies of French courts would have 
adored. Cushions of French embroidery and real 
lace or of brocade to match the cover complete the 
comfort of this fanciful lady.

The cover is of plain 
taffeta with a flat, wide, scalloped ruffle, lined 
with flannel to match. The cushions are also of 
the taffeta, simple, yet very chic, and both cush- 
ions and cover may be had in a variety of soft 
lovely shades. 

Other cushions, sketched at the bottom of this 
page, are oblongs made of quilted taffeta in such 
soft shades as peach, apricot, and plum, or of 
French ribbon with charming oval inserts of 
needle-point. They are beautifully made and 
would be effective on a chaise longue or on a 
small sofa in the boudoir or bedroom. 

Since princesses, and other people, are often 
uncomfortable when away from home (as the 
fairy-tale and r.any a week-end visit have proved), 
this shop has made it possible to take some of 
the comforts of home on a journey.

And, 
however modern and unromantic one may be, one 
will feel like a princess in a fairy-tale when one 
owns a bedroom outfitted in every harmonious 
detail from this little shop of good taste.

present. Some of these gifts should be, and will 
be, as conventional as the engraving on the weds 
ding invitation. For such an occasion, one goes 
to one’s jeweller and, thanks to his irreproachable 
taste in assembling his suggestions, spends ten 
minutes in selecting a gift, sending it, and having 
it charged. But Vogue has not prepared this 
article for occasicns such as these. 

Neither is it concerned here with the gifts that 
go to one’s own family, for those are the result of 
endless conferences and earnest concentration. It 
is a third sort of.gift that Vogue describes—the 
gift for friends whose taste one appreciates, 
though one may not be familiar with their plans 
for wall-paper or the design of china. It is the 
understanding gift, though not the intimate one, 
the modern gift, and, therefore, the useful present. 
It is the chic gift. And this means one that know- 
ing people will recognize as such and that not 
enough people know about as yet to make it 
popular or usual. 

Vogue can not imagine anything more delight- 
ful than the seeking out of these presents. At 
this stage of the season, much more amusing than 
going to a matinée is an odd afternoon spent in 
such shopping adventures, in the delightful shops 
where these gifts are to be found. These shops 
are as reliable as they are delightful, because, of 
course, that is a most important point. One 
must be sure that a gift will be carefully packed, 
and one would like to think that it could be ex- 
changed in the remote possibility of the bride’s 
preferring something else. 


THE SHOP THAT SPECIALIZES 


Many of the most interesting small shops where 
wedding gifts may be sought and found are those 
that feature some one particular thing. Such a 
shop—and one of the most recent arrivals on that 
little avenue of art, Madison Avenue—is the 
shop of the Benello Brothers. There, one finds 
some of the mcst beautiful Venetian glass that 
ever saw this side of the sea. In contrast to the 
more usual kind, which is all twisted stems and 
dolphin handles, these bowls and vases and 
glasses and goblets are studies in pure form and 
limpid colour. No superfluity of ornament dis- 
tracts attention from the classic curve of such a 
vase as that shown on page 130.

Italian art to modern American needs is the 
Fortuny shop. In a very small corner of Park 
Avenue may be bought fabrics inspired by the 
spacious days of the Renaissance and made in 
Venice under the direction of Mariano Fortuny. 
This man, son and nephew of two famous 
painters, is reproducing the patterns and jewel 
colours of the fifteenth- to seventeenth-century de- 
signs, as we see them now, softened and enriched 
by age. He has perfected a process for giving 
new velvets an antique surface without that 
threadbare effect that also comes with the cen- 
turies. Colours like this can not clash with any 
colour scheme north of Greenwich Village. A 
piano scarf, a pillow, or a length of tapestry for 
a wall hanging from this shop would fit grace- 
fully into the majority of homes. 
THE GIFT OF A PRINT OR BOOK 

The selection of a print or a rare book—he it 
modern or mellowed—is a delightful experience 
for which one can make the necessity of choos- 
ing a wedding gift a good occasion. The Wehye 
Gallery over on Lexington Avenue, specializing 
in art books, pictures, and art objects, is a kind 
of discoverer’s club for artists who seek out the 
new thing first. Old maps, which are now at the 
popular stage of their career as ornamental ob- 
jects, have been bought by decorators from Wehye 
for several years. The smaller sculptures of 
Maillol, who is a lion now, were to be seen at 
Wehye’s when he was—and he was once—a cub! 
If one is a connoisseur in matters of pictures 
ynd prints, books and their bindings, then 
this is the place to go. If this sort of thing is 
a fairly undiscovered country—then Wehye is the 
place to go, too, for expert and helpful opinions 
are to be had for the asking. The giving of a 
print as a wedding present will be very much 
of an adventure, but not too much of a gamble, 
and one can be sure that the bride whose art 
collection is begun with a gift from this gallery 
will continue in good hands. 

All of these shops are fairly serious-minded. 
Tut there are plenty of more frivolous ones 
which are a charming source for the smaller, 
more informal, gift. Ornamental boxes, for 
instance, are very much in the mode. At the 
Chintz and Box Shop, one may find them with 
flower or bird prints for covers, like those shown 
on page 130.

HE ethereal bride and the enraptured bride- 
groom may regard the wedding refresh- 
ments as a matter of least concern, but, to their 


more mundane guests, it is one which bears 
directly upon the success of the occasion. Nor 


need the air-walking couples scorn the subject of 
food, for, ever since weddings existed, the two 
have been closely connected. 

Indeed, the early Roman bride (the phrase 
somehow has an austerely classic sound, but, in 
all probability, girls were then as young and 
brides as starry-eyed as ours) actually achieved 
matrimony by the process of eating. The cere- 
mony of the confarreatio—a form of marriage— 
was performed when the couple ate together, 
before witnesses, a cake of salt, water, and flour. 
Meagre fare compared to the richness of the 
modern bridal cake, but the equivalent of church 
ceremony and wedding breakfast, as well! 

Even when the details of preparation and ser- 
vice are entrusted to a caterer, the bride’s mother, 
at least, will take an active interest in the menu, 
and, when a smaller wedding breakfast or buffet 
service is planned and prepared at home, dishes 
of unusual distinction are at the command of 
the hostess. 

The wedding breakfast, at which the guests 
are seated and which is served immediately after 
the noon wedding, demands at least a few dishes 
which, for all their air of festivity, are sufficiently 
substantial to appease hunger. Two possible 
menus for this midday meal are:

The buffet supper, following a late afternoon 
or evening wedding, should combine some features 
of the breakfast with the less formal service of 
the reception. A wide range of hot dishes, salads, 
frozen desserts, and small decorative sandwiches 
and cakes offer endless combinations for this 
type of service. The buffet supper menus given 
here, therefore, permit minor changes or com- 
plete revision to suit personal tastes.

None of the menus, it will be observed, in- 
clude bridal cake or the punch that is served at 
a side-table, because all of them take these wed- 
ding adjuncts for granted. And a word may be 
said here for the fine Southern—and English— 
tradition of the groom’s cake, a cake as darkly 
rich as the bride’s cake is delicately pale and 
tempting alike to the eye and the spice-loving 
palate.

‘ON HER DRESSING-TABLE 





“ARE you fat in spots?” How 
many of us wince when this 
abrupt query is cast directly at us and 
wish we might reply defiantly, ‘“Cer- 
tainly not!” The only reason we don’t 
give this crushing reply is because, 
unfortunately, so many of us are just 
that! Of course, we may be thin or 
frankly fat, but, with many of us, it 
is the distressing tendency of some 
parts of our figure to be large in pro- 
portion to others that keeps us worry- 
ing about the pound of flesh—a too 
substantial ankle, perhaps, or a plump 
leg, or a deplorable breadth of hips. 


WHAT DOES YOUR FIGURE LACK? 


In New York, to-day, there is a 
director of physical training who needs 
only to look at you to see exactly what 
you need to bring your figure into per- 
fect proportions and how to go about 
doing it. If you are generally fat, he 
provides reducing measures; if you 
are too thin, he advises a body-build- 
ing system; and if, as do most people 
who go to him, you wish to reduce 
certain parts of your body, he knows 
the best point of attack for each 
offending member.

This trainer works with you alone, 
never in classes or groups; you are 
under his direct personal supervision 
every moment.

When you 
first go there, you are amazed at the 
idea that this is a shrine of beauty. 
You are greeted by a small, spotlessly 
clean room with bare walls and bare 
floors. In businesslike and meticu- 
lous order, medicine-balls, dumb-bells, 
Indian clubs, and, most astounding, 
boxing-gloves are ranged about the 
room.

There is no possibility 
of overdoing or strain. The relaxation 
is as important as the exercises, and, 
when you have had enough, you are 
never permitted to continue for an 
extra moment. 

Once having taken these exercises, 
you feel so stimulated, so amazingly 
well that you want to keep them up 
forever. You may do this, of course, 
but it is not necessary, for once you 
have gotten yourself fit, you can drop 
the treatments for months at a time, 
to take them up again when you feel 
the need. If you are in New York for 
shopping or a round of visits only once 
or twice a year, you can go to the 
studio for just a few treatments. Even 
these will put you in splendid form, 
and the director can outline a course 
of exercises to be continued at home.

I can tell you there isn’t very much 
time between these two events. 

I sometimes think that if the mode 
could speak it would say—‘‘Since | 
am so quickly done for, I wonder what 
I was begun for.” 


OVERPOPULAR FASHIONS 


I often wonder if you merchants do 
not defeat your own purpose in the 
rapid overpopularization of certain 
fashions. Perhaps, your motto is “a 
short life and a merry one,” and far 
be it from me to complain, because, 
as I said a moment ago, the more 
fashions that are born and buried the 
more we shall have to write about. 
Sut there is one important thing you 
should bear in mind (and this remark 
is especially directed to the manu- 
facturers)—when a million feet are 
pattering the pavements in_ gaily 
coloured shoes, or when a million heads 
are bobbing under Gigolo hats, those 
fashions are no longer smart. They 
are popular; and the two terms are 
not synonymous. The more a thing 
becomes popular, the less it becomes 
smart. This rule works just in that 
direct ratio. Don’t forget that. 

I have often been remonstrated with 
on this point. Certain manufacturers 
or merchants will say, “Why, we are 
selling more such and suches than 
ever before. What do you mean by 
saying they are no longer the mode?” 
That is just it. The clever merchant 
must know when a fashion has reached 
the saturation point in his vicinity. 
That is his problem, and if he uses 
Vogue correctly, uses it as a mariner 
uses a barometer, he knows just when 
to spread his SALES and when to 
begin to reef in. Do not infer from 
all this, however, that I do not mean 
that you should not reap the full profit 
of a fashion when it is at the flood- 
tide. Quite the contrary. I only mean 
that you should begin to watch out, 
at that point, for the recession of the 
tide and not be caught with a supply 
when the demand ceases. When your 
salesgirls are telling your customers, 
“Everybody is wearing such and suches; 
we are selling more of these than 
anything else,” just about that time 
you want to turn your weather-eye 
on our barometer. You will probably 
find that we are signaling something 
new on the horizon. 


VOGUE’S ROLE 


Just here, let me make clear to you 
what our r6le is in forecasting this 
new mode. We are not trying to hasten 
the passing of an established fashion, 
nor are we trying to create a new one. 
We are just standing on the bridge, 
so to speak, and telling you with an 
impartial eye what we see approaching. 
It is for you, then, to decide how to 
steer your course. And don’t accuse 
fashion of being fickle—just remember 
that this is life. Fashion that is born 
of woman must die just as inevitably 
as man—and the faster it lives, the 
sooner it must die. When the highly 
placed ladies who are the first to 
sponsor a new mode see that it has 
reached the popular stage, they are also 
the first to drop it. No woman of 
fastidious taste wants to wear what a 
million other women are _ wearing. 
Nevertheless, the more fundamentally 
good a fashion is, the better its chances 
of survival. Therefore, it is highly 
essential that you exercise the quality 
of good taste in your purchasing. And 
here, again, I think that Vogue can 
be of great service to you. 

I sincerely believe that it has been 
Vogue’s selective taste more than any 


other one quality that has caused it to 
become the recognized authority that it 
now is on all questions of fashion and 
form, not only in America, but in the 
entire world. When I tell you that 
British Vogue—because we publish a 
flourishing British Vogue in London— 
is the accepted fashion authority in 
England, I don’t suppose you will find 
it hard to believe. But, when I tell you 
that in Paris we publish a French 
Vogue, and that we have a far smarter 
and larger circulation than their lead- 
ing French fashion publication, and 
that we carry at least one-third more 
French advertising than it does, I 
think you will be surprised and will 
agree with us that we must have some 
quality that is rather uncommon. If 
I wanted to be more dramatic and to 
stick more closely to my text, I might 
tell you that this uncommon quality 
was our ability to forecast the mode, 
but I have already told you about that 
and I am convinced that the quality 
that has enabled us to build and to 
hold our unique place is a rarer one. 


CONCERNING GOOD TASTE 


Perhaps, it may occur to some of 
you that, after all, it is hardly in per- 
fect taste for me, as the Editor of 
Vogue, to speak of this supremacy, and 
I assure you I should not do so if I 
did not think that this question of 
good taste should be as vital to you, 
as merchants, as it is to us, as editors. 

We feel that our attitude toward our 
readers in this particular is one of 
great responsibility, and I am de- 
lighted and encouraged to see that 
more and more, in the merchandising 
methods and in the advertising of the 
great shops of America, this element 
of taste is being given greater con- 
sideration. It is not enough to give 
only good value, nowadays; the shop 
that strives to educate both its buyers 
and its customers to an appreciation 
of what is really good style is doing 
something far more worth while than 
the merchant who is merely concerned 
with profit and loss and a square deal. 
Nor is it true, as so many people seem 
to believe, that to dress in good taste 
or to furnish one’s home tastefully is 
far more expensive than to do the 
reverse. Taste is not a question of 
money; it is a question of knowledge. 
It costs no more to make a_ well- 
designed thing than a poorly designed 
one; but it does cost something to 
educate the people to a sufficiently dis- 
criminating standard to be able to 
choose between the right thing and the 
wrong thing. And it is just here that 
Vogue and the manufacturers and 
merchants of America can and are 
collaborating in forming the desire and 
supplying the demand for better, but 
not necessarily more costly things. 

It seems to me that you, as retail 
merchants, stand in a_ peculiarly 
strategic position in this matter. You 
are at the point where you can touch 
the question at its source. You can 
say to the manufacturer, “No, I will 
not purchase from you, because your 
things are not in good taste.” Your 
influence, if properly exerted upon the 
manufacturer, could keep at least half 
the horrors that are now produced 
from ever reaching the eyes of the un- 
wary consumer. 

Don’t think that I do not realize 
how many problems the practical work- 
ing out of such a policy requires—I 
do, I assure you I do—, and I have a

right thing. Well, it is very difficult— 
and I am afraid I shall have to answer 
you as I did Mr. Paul Bonwit, one day, 
when I happened to meet him in his 
shop. We were discussing a certain 
department, and Mr. Bonwit was not 
satisfied with it. He turned to me and 
said, “Look here, Mrs. Chase, what I 
need is a genius, what I need is two 
geniuses—do you know where I can 
get ’°em?” And I replied, “No, I 
don’t, Mr. Bonwit, and if I did, I'd 
get them for Vogue right now.” 


A LACK IN AMERICANS 


It is no easy matter, this question of 
securing a personnel of distinguished 
taste and at the same time sufficiently 
trained or disciplined minds to put 
their knowledge to a practical use. If 
there were more of these people, our 
task would be easier. Perhaps, it is 
not too much to hope that some day 
our National Government may awaken 
to the fact that it might do its share 
in developing a real art-consciousness 
in the life of the American people. 
Does it not seem strange that with 
all our vast wealth, our great pros- 
perity, our limitless resources, we 
should have a government that makes 
no appropriation for the spread of art? 
All that is left to private enterprise. 

We have a Department of Labour, 
a Department of Commerce, a De- 
partment of Agriculture, a Department 
of this and that, but we have no 
Department of Fine Art. Why is 
France such a potent country in the 
affairs of the world to-day? It has 
very little money, depreciated currency, 
devastated lands, but it has taste, 
beauty, art. Probably, a third of the 
money poured into France is poured 
into it because they have taste. Our 
architects are trained in France, our 
painters, sculptors, jewellers, craftsmen 
are trained in France. Our best fash- 
ion impulses come from France. The 
people in France have a highly de- 
veloped art-consciousness. Why? Be- 
cause the government of France has 
a Department of Art—it fosters, en- 
courages, subsidizes good taste. Well, 
we have nothing like that, but we are 
a young country, and, now that we 
have all the gold in the world, perhaps 
our people will discover that they have 
less interest in money, more desire for 
leisure, more interest in living, in en- 
tertaining, in travel, in art. 

The next great Renaissance of Art 
is bound to come to America, because 
a Renaissance always comes where the 
wealth of the world is centered. But, 
before we can hope to contribute much 
to the art of the world, we must 
learn to appreciate it. We can’t hope 
to create what we do not understand. 
We must get to the point, at least, 
where we can recognize and preserve 
a good thing when we have it. Fancy 
the city of New York permitting 
Madison Square Garden to be torn 
down! Such a thing could never have 
happened in Paris. 

Perhaps, our people are not quite 
ready for any big art movement, but 
they certainly have a_ thoroughly 
awakened style consciousness, if not 
an art one, and they are ready for good 
furniture, good china, good decoration, 
good shoes, good hats, good clothes, 
good fabrics: The manufacturers who 
are producing such things, who are 
improving their lines consistently year 
by year, are rendering to the country 
an inestimable service. The merchants 
who help them by buying as much 
of their best as they can possibly dis- 
pose of, who urge their advertising 


department to explain and popularize 
this best, who educate their sales forces 
to appreciate and sell it, deserve all 
the prosperity that I feel sure they wil] 
eventually achieve. They are working 
with the tide, not against it. 

Now, a magazine like Vogue is con- 
sistently trying to impose upon this 
prosperous people a taste and desire 
for the correct, the charming. thing, 
We don’t urge people to buy more 
things. I think we are all prone to 
buy too many things. What we are 
trying to do is to teach people to buy 
better things, to have a higher selective 
taste. Furthermore, we have found 
that capitalizing good taste is a very 
paying business. It is the most out- 
standing and_ distinguishing  char- 
acteristic of the Nast organization; it 
is the rule by which we measure the 
suitability of material for any of our 
magazines; not only Vogue, but Vanity 
Fair and House and Garden, as well, 
We believe this element of taste has 
everything in the world to recommend 
it, that like honesty, taste is the best 
policy; in fact, as we understand it, 
it is only another word for honesty, 
We believe that any one who brings 
this quality into his business will find 
that he has not only raised his prestige, 
but increased his profits. 


WHAT IS GOOD TASTE? 


I have been talking to you at some 
length on this subject, and maybe you 
are all thinking, “Well, this all sounds 
very fine—very ‘high hat’ (I think 
that’s what my young daughter would 
call it)—, but, after all, it is too in- 
tangible to be of much real value to 
us.” Well, we want to be of service 
to you, we want to help you to com- 
mercialize good taste, and, therefore, 
I have arranged three concrete living 
examples of what I think exemplifies 
good taste and bad taste in dressing. 
(At this point, Mrs. Chase showed 
six costumes which illustrated her 
points and which appear in the photo- 
graphs on page 89.) 

The first examples (shown in the 
photograph at the left on page 89) 
illustrate the correct and _ incorrect 
costumes for the débutante. The 
young woman at the left, dressed in 
perfect taste, wears a simple white 
chiffon evening gown with a cluster of 
pale silk roses at the girdle. Her plain 
flesh coloured satin slippers, the string 
of pearls that is her only ornament, 
and the simplicity of her softly waved, 
unexaggerated coiffure are all ex- 
pressive of unsophisticated youth. The 
young woman at the right is dressed 
in a fashion much too sophisticated 
and elaborate for her years. She wears 
a red chiffon evening gown, em- 
broidered in brilliants—a dress that is 
suitable for a more mature woman, 
both in its colour and in its style. Her 
high-heeled silver slippers are elabo- 
rately embroidered and are not in good 
taste for any one, and certainly not 
for a débutante. The long earrings, 
the group of bracelets, the heavy rope 
of pearls, and the large ostrich feather 
fan are all more suited to a dowager 
than a débutante. Her coiffure is ex- 
aggerated. She illustrates at a glance 
how a pretentious, badly chosen, in- 
appropriate dress can submerge com- 
pletely the charm and simplicity of 
youth. 

The second examples (shown in the 
photograph at the upper right on page 
89) illustrate good and bad taste in 
dressing for town. The young woman 
at the left wears a costume of which 
all the parts are wrong in relation to 
one another. Her georgette crépe dress

have only one envelope. If two en- 
velopes are supplied, the outside one 
should be directed to “Mr. and Mrs. 
John Jay Jones, 60 Fifth Avenue, New 
York,” and the inside envelope merely 
to “Mr. and Mrs. Jones,” without any 
initials or address. Never, under any 
circumstances, should one put “Mr. 
and Mrs. Jones and family.” If Mr. 
and Mrs. Jones have children and 
those children have reached an age 
when they may be invited to weddings. 
they are entitled to separate invitations, 
properly addressed: ‘“‘Miss Matilda 
Jones, 60 Fifth Avenue, New York,” 
and “John Jay Jones, junior, 60 Fifth 
Avenue, New York.” 


Miss C. K.: What sort of flowers 
does the bride wear with an afternoon 
dress or ensemble suit? What flowers 
are correct for the men in the wedding 
procession ? 

Ans.: A bride in a travelling or 
afternoon costume may bear a small 
bunch or corsage of flowers, such as 
lilies-of-the-valley with tea-roses; she 
does not carry the usual showery bou- 
quet of the bride in a conventional wed- 
ding gown. The boutonniére of the 
groom is always white, while that of 
the best man may be of white or col- 
cured flowers. Carnations, corn- 
flowers, or almost any kind of flower 
preferred may be used by the best man 
and_ ushers. 


Miss G. G.: Should the attendants 
wear hats at an afternoon wedding 
when the bride wears a wreath or veil ? 

Ans.: At a church wedding, whether 
it takes place in the afternoon or eve- 
ning, it is customary for the brides- 
maids to wear hats, since the bride 
always has a head-covering of some 
kind, whether it be a veil or hat. But, 
in the house, hats are not necessary for 
the bridal attendants, unless the bride 
appears in one. 


Mrs. K. H.: Are the cutaway coat 
and striped trousers the correct outfit 
for the groom and his attendants at an 
afternoon wedding when the _ bride 
wears an ensemble suit? 

Ans.: Since the bride and her at- 
tendants are not wearing strictly for- 
mal wedding attire, the groomsmen 
need not appear in formal costume. 
The latter may wear navy-blue, black. 
or dark grey business suits, but the 
formal black cutaway coats with black- 
and-white striped trousers would also 
be correct. The attendants to the 
groom generally wear the same sort of 
clothes that he wears. 


Miss J. G.: What unusual sort of 
tea or announcement party might be 
planned for the announcement of an 
engagement ? 

Ans.: We should be very glad to give 
you suggestions for an unusual way in 
which to announce an engagement, but 
we feel that Vogue’s readers wish ad- 
vice on the smart way of doing things. 
and, in smart circles, engagements are 
not announced in any bizarre fashion. 
They have been announced at teas, 
luncheons, dinners, or balls, but more 
because of the fact that a number of 
people were gathered together at one 
time than because they had been in- 
vited only for the purpose of hearing 
the news. Usually, brides-to-be an- 
nounce their engagement by writing 
notes to those far away and simply 
telling those who are near. A dinner 
or dance or any form of entertainment 
may be given to celebrate it afterward. 


Miss G. E.: What is the correct form 
for a wedding announcement when the 
bride’s mother has been married a 
second time? 


Ans.: In case the bride’s mother js 
a widow or has divorced the bride’s 
father and—in either event—remarried, 
her name is naturally no longer the 
name of the bride. If the bride’s step- 
father should have become almost a 
second father to her, the wedding invi- 
tations may read as if he really were 
that father: 


Mr. and Mrs. John William Jones 
request the honour of your presence 
at the marriage of their daughter 
Justine Jane Cozzins 
to 
Mr. John Gaylord 
on Wednesday, December the tenth 
at half past three o’clock 
at Saint Bride’s Church 
Madison Avenue 
New York 


But, if he is rather a late addition to 
the household and it happens that Jus- 
tine Jane does not get on particularly 
well with him, the invitation, while 
carrying both names, would refer to the 
bride as her mother’s daughter only, 
in this way: 


Mr. and Mrs. John William Jones 
request the pleasure of your company 
at the marriage of Mrs. Jones’ daughter 
Justine Jane Cozzins 


to 
Mr. John Gaylord 
on Wednesday, December the tenth 
at half past three o’clock 
at Saint Bride’s Church 
Madison Avenue 
New York 


Mrs. J. M. M.: Does the groom wear 
white gloves during the wedding cere- 
mony in church? Does the bride have 
the fingers of the left-hand glove turned 
in, or is the third finger of the glove 
cut? How soon in advance of the 
wedding are announcements sent out? 

Ans.: The groom always wears white 
chamois gloves at a church wedding 
when he and the bride appear in for- 
mal wedding attire. Gloves for the 
bride are not obligatory nowadays at 
weddings. If she does wear them, she 
would simply take off a short glove, or 
turn in the hand of a long one, rather 
than slit the third finger of the left 
hand. Wedding invitations are sent 
out from two to three weeks in advance 
of the marriage. Wedding announce- 
ments are sent out on the day of the 
ceremony, or as soon after as is pos- 
sible. 


Miss E. N.: Is there a set rule in re- 
gard to the length of a wedding veil? 
If no train is worn, should the veil 
come to the hem of one’s dress or may 
it be longer? 

Ans.: A wedding veil may be from 
three to five yards long, and the train 
underneath is of the same length. If 
no train is worn, the veil in that case 
is a trifle longer than the bride’s dress, 
but it should not trail the floor. 


Miss G. E.: Should one send an- 
nouncements to people who assist at 
the wedding ceremony ? 

Ans.: It is not necessary to send 
wedding announcements to those who 
were invited to and who attended the 
wedding ceremony. Announcements 
should be sent to those who did not 
attend the wedding. 


Mrs. K. L.: How soon before a wed- 
ding is it permissible to announce an 
engagement, and how should the an- 
nouncement be made when there is to 
be no function for that purpose? 

Ans.: An engagement may be an- 
nounced just as soon as one wishes it 
to be. Most persons announce it at 
once, even though the wedding does 
not take place for months. There is 
no need of waiting until shortly before

very chic, either for whole shoes or 
combined with kid. 

Shoes specialized for particular sports 
are a story in themselves. The first 
two of this group, the golf shoes (No. 
29) and the tennis shoe (No. 28) are 
illustrated on page 87. The former is 
a fairly familiar story, because the 
shops have given it great emphasis and 
golfing models are being constantly im- 
proved. If one desires an especially 
short last, for instance, to counteract 
the effect of the flat heel, then there is 
a shoe that has been worked out with 
this aim in mind. If, regardless of 
greens rules, one must have Oxfords 
with some sort of heel support, then 
Saks-Fifth Avenue specializes in shoes 
high in the arch. 


THE SHOE FOR TENNIS 


The tennis shoe, however, has not 
been given so much attention. At 
present, two kinds of tennis shoes are 
to be found in the shops. The first 
are sneakers, which most professionals 
wear. A few clever women that Vogue 
saw playing at Palm Beach had had 
holes put in sneaker pumps and wore 
them with tapes around their ankles, 
like ballet slippers. The disadvantage 
of the sneaker type of tennis shoe is 
that it is likely to draw the feet when 
left on for any length of time. 

The second type of tennis shoe is the 


rubber-soled Oxford, in buckskin or 
canvas, with a leather inner sole to 
keep the rubber from coming into close 
contact with the foot. This shoe is 
very satisfactory for the woman who is 
not too serious about her tennis, for, 
while it is a bit heavy, it is very smart. 


A HAND-MADE MODEL 


There is one new and practical solu- 
tion to this problem. Unfortunately, 
this shoe is a hand-made import, only 
to be found in a few shops. Frank’s 
have it in brown, but not in white. It 
is a shoe made with what is called a 
“moulded” leather sole, that is, a shaped 
sole which curves up around the foot a 
little way and is then attached to the 
upper part with thong stitching. To 
this is applied a crépe rubber base, and 
the result is amazingly light, extremely 
good-looking, and comfortable enough 
to be worn all day long. 

Last year, we began to take a keen 
interest in tennis and tennis fashions; 
this year, we are wondering if the vic- 
tory of Lenglen over Wills may not 
have been partly due to her more 
thoughtfully planned clothes. Next 
year, the problem of the tennis shoe 
will undoubtedly be more generally 
considered.

RIDING-BOOTS 


The heel is the important point in 
riding-boots. It should be very low 
and flat, in the English style, not with 
any suggestion of the high Cuban shape. 
The stray at the top, which fastens 
around the boot to keep it from slip- 
ping up and down, is emphasized now 
in cross-saddle boots, which are higher 
than those for side-saddle. Only field 
boots for rough riding across country 
have the lacing over the instep. 


HUNTING-BOOTS 


High brown shoes that lace to the 
knee, with a moccasin toe and a built- 
in tongue, are best for hunting. For 
mountain climbing, these boots are fit- 
ted with spikes. They should be re- 
turned to the shop frequently for an 
oiling, as this keeps them flexible and 
water-proof. 


FISHING BOOTS 


Often, the hunting boots are suffi- 
cient protection for wear when fishing, 
but, when the sport calls for wading 
for any length of time, high rubber 
waders are used. 


HIKING BOOTS 


In the autumn, winter, and spring, 
high hunting boots are practical for 
rough walking. They are too warm for 
summer, and, in this season, the practi- 
cal shoe is a sturdy brown Oxford with 
a low heel and preferably with a 
built-in tongue and extra leather in-sole 
to keep out water. 


YACHTING 


Nothing fills a host with so much 
horror as to see his yachting guests 
walking on his polished decks with 
heavy heels. Boating shoes, for safety’s 
sake, too, should always have rubber 
soles. Beyond this, their style is a 
flexible matter. 


SKATING 


Shoes for this sport are usually at- 
tached to the skates. They are usually 
short—to be worn with short socks 
rolled down over the tops.: The 
tongue is lined with fleece so that the 
shoes can be tightly laced without dis- 
comfort. 


SKIING 


The choice of a correct boot is more 
of a factor in the enjoyment of skiing, 
perhaps, than in any other sport. ‘This 
is something to keep in mind when the 
winter sports season comes around 
again. The amateur wrongly dreads to 
strap herself into a boot, but the skilled 
skier wears a special shoe fitted with 
three straps—two that meet the skiis 
perpendicularly across the toe, and a 
flexible one that meets the ski diago- 
nally and fits into a concave channel 
in the heel. 





SHOES FOR VARIOUS USES 


And now only the rainy day, the 
beach, and the boudoir remain to be 
accounted for in the complete shoe 
wardrobe for the four seasons. Ga- 
loshes, like tennis shoes, are attracting 
more attention all the time and are 


being improved constantly. And, by 
the time that the snowy and _spat- 
tery weather comes around again, there 
will be several interesting new types 
on the market. 

In bathing shoes, the favourite type 
is still the thin crépe rubber slipper. 
The woman who wears shoes only from 
her bath-house to the beach will like 
the new, brightly-lacquered clogs like 
the one on page 87. In boudoir slip- 
pers, three kinds make up the minimum 
requirement. First, to go with tailored 
pyjamas are the type called “D’Orsays”, 
made in coloured kid with a support 
in the back of the heel; second, the 
mule in the most delicate or exotic 
colours, to match the most feminine of 
négligées; and, third, the soft, flat, 
heelless slippers in dark colours for 
Pullman or steamer, to fit into the 
smart travelling-case. 


COUNTRY SHOES (SKETCHED ) 


A striking shoe for a country cos- 
tume is a strap model, No. 21, from 
Pedemode, sketched at the top of page 
87. It has a white kid vamp and a 
snakeskin back, strap, and heel. For 
the beach, the red lacquered sandal, 
No. 22, from Slater, is extremely effec- 
tive, as well as comfortable to wear on 
the sands. The shoe beside it, No. 23, 
is of linen, a fabric that is empha- 
sized, this year, for resort year. It is 
in light tan with slightly darker kid 
trimmings and is made by Pedemode. 
The cerise satin mule with gaily painted 
birds on the toe, No. 24, is from Shoe- 
craft. The Peal eyelet Oxford, No 
25, is a model that continues to be 
popular. It is shown in white buckskin, 
from Delman. The strap shoe beside 
it, No. 26, is of beige linen—one of 
the novelty shoe fabrics that are being 
featured this year. It is piped with 
kid; from Saks-Fifth Avenue. Equally 
novel is the raffia shoe, No, 27, from 
Cousins, in a neutral shade to fit into 
the summer colour scheme. The tennis 
shoe, No. 28, is called the ‘Helen 
Wills” and has a crépe rubber sole; 
from Abercrombie and Fitch. No. 29, 
a sports Oxford, from Delman, is of 
tan suéde-alligator and brown calf. 
It has a crépe rubber sole and a care- 
fully worked out last that shortens the 
flat effect of a heelless shoe. 


FITTING SHOES IN THE SHOP 


The woman who has her shoes fitted 
carefully often finds that she wears 
different sizes in different types of 
shoes. And the clever shoe salesman 
knows his lasts and what effect they 
will have upon the size to be chosen, not 
only when the shoe is tried on, but 
after it has been worn. For instance, a 
last with a high heel calls for a fitting 
in a smaller size than does the flatter 
shoe, in which the foot spreads out 
more. An openwork sandal can_ be 
worn comfortably when it is a little 
smaller than a slipper built up around 
the foct. 

There may also be a slight variation 
in size due to the material used. Suéde 
especially, should never be bought too 
tight, because it will stretch and may 
lose some of its shape in the stretching; 
neither should it be fitted quite as 
loosely as a heavier, smooth leather 
shoe. On the other hand, any of the 
new linen shoes that are to be cleaned 
with water should have a generous 
allowance made for shrinking. 

Another subject on which a certain 
amount of technical knowledge is use- 
ful is that of “welt soles” versus “turns” 
though, unless one.is an expert, it is 
very difficult to tell one from the other,

PERFUMES

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and the shoe salesman must be de- 
pended on for advice. A welt sole 
is one in which the upper part is 
stitched directly onto an inner sole, 
which is then fastened to another sole 
by a rim of leather called a “welt.” 
The “turn” sole is turned inside 
out in the making. The character- 
istic mark of the welt is the stitch- 
ing that one sees on heavy sports 
shoes that are made by this method. 
But it is not so easy to distinguish the 
welt in finer shoes, this process being 
used for all types, even for the finest 
evening slippers. There are various 
ways of making welts, by hand or by 
machine or a combination of machine 
and hand-work. The relative advan- 
tages of each system are toocomplicated 
to be considered here, but in general, it 
is true that the welt sole is the more 
comfortable when the shoe is to receive 
any sort of hard wear. The foot rests 
more naturally on a welted base, and the 
firmer foundation is a protection from 
inequalities of surface in the pavement. 
A welt shoe will also outwear one with 
a turn and is, therefore, especially de- 
sirable for a walking shoe classic enough 
in line to last from season to season. 


THE SHOE WARDROBE AT HOME 


The new long shoe-horns, like that 
shown on page 146, are not as elusive 
as the old short type, and their presence 
helps to remind one that the backs of 
shoes are likely to break and the back 
of a stocking may wrinkle clumsily 
when one urges one’s feet into shoes 
without the benefit of shoe-horns. 

The woman who has many beautiful 
shoes also makes sure that they are 
never left tree-less. The brocade slipper 
suffers most when it is tossed off by 
tired feet in the small hours of the 
morning, because the wrinkles in the 
metal material tarnish and crack. For 
the evening slipper, the lightest possible 
tree should be used. Henning’s have a 
specially designed tree that will not put 
any strain on the delicate shank of the 
open sandal. For the heavier shoe, 
Delman features a tree, also illustrated 
on page 146, with springs that adjust 
the shape to the lines of the individual 
shoe. Several shops make trees to fit 
each type of last, and the custom shops 
go so far as to make trees for each pair 
of shoes. Aluminum trees are practical 
and light, but, with light shoes espe- 
cially, the trees that are worse than 
none at all are those with metal strips 
and wooden toes and ball heels, for 
their misplaced pressure bends the sole 
into wavy lines. 

Another important “don’t” in the 
keeping of shoes is this: never put shoes 
on a heater to dry them when they are 
wet, with trees or without; not even the 
best of lasts will survive such careless 
treatment. 


SHOE STORAGE 


For keeping each of these shoes in its 
proper place, the shops show various 
ornamental boxes with shelves, or one 
can have a closet fitted with special 
racks. One New York woman, whose 
feet are a fortune, has her shoes cata- 
logued. When she is ready to dress, 
she has the maid bring her the shoe 
list. On this list, the shoes are num- 
bered with full descriptions. She will, 
perhaps, select number six, which is 
laid away in a box to correspond in the 
special closet. Another woman, who 
lives in a smart, but very small apart- 
ment during her rare days in town, has 
worked out an ingenious space-saving 
system. It was she who originated the 
trunk shown at the top of page 146. 
She removes the door and keeps it in 
her closet to hold the shoes that are 


in constant wear. And when she goes 
away, her shoe closet, plus its door 
goes with her, carried like a suitcas: 


SHOES THAT TRAVEL 


Vogue considers that this upright 
type of shoe trunk is the most efficient 
type possible, because it has grown out 
of a clever woman’s experience. The 
advantage of a trunk made to order is 
that the compartments can be planned 
for the exact size of the foot. Good 
trunks, however, are to be found ready- 
made, similar to this one with trays 
that have three compartments and with 
the bottom of each tray planned to serve 
as a top for the three compartments be- 
low it. These trunks are more conveni- 
ent than those in which the shoes are 
laid in horizontal trays divided by felt 
partitions, and they are much lighter 
than trunks in which each pair has its 
own box with an individual covering on 
all four sides. The latter are convenient 
and very chic, but women have given 
up trying to pass them through the 
baggage rules and regulations. 


THE CLEANING OF SHOES 


The following are a few suggestions 
on the cleaning of shoes that are too 
delicate to go the bootblack or in too 
constant use to go to the cleaner’s. ‘The 
information is given in outline form so 
that one can give a copy to one’s maid 
for a reference. 


PATENT LEATHER 


This leather should be washed off 
with soap and water on a wrung-out 
cloth, wiped off with plain water, and 
polished carefully. A teaspoonful of 
ammonia in the water helps to cut the 


dirt. 
SUEDE 


All grease spots should be cleaned 
immediately with a dry-cleaning fluid 
before any other cleaner is applied. A 
stiff wire brush, used every day to lift 
the nap, is all that is usually necessary 
to keep the shoes fresh. Every once in 
so often, they may be rubbed with a 
very small quantity of powder or liquid 
coloured to match, but they must be 
very thoroughly brushed afterwards, 
because the colour comes off on stock- 
ings. 


KID AND REPTILE SKINS 


A dry-cleaning fluid may be used for 
these light coloured shoes, but the best 
choice is a colourless shoe cream that 
will clean the shoe and restore the 
polish of its surface at the same time. 
For white shoes, the gasoline compound 
containing white powder is most satis- 
factory. When plain gasoline is used. 
the shoes are apt to become yellow. 


COLGURED LINEN 


Linen, like suéde, should have any 
grease spots cleaned off first. A soap 
eraser, known as art gum, keeps the 
linen shoe in good condition. A new 
preparation is a tinted cake applied 
with water that is useful, provided its 
colour matches the colour of the shoe. 
Every good linen shoe will stand being 
washed with a wrung-out cloth and 
soap-suds. Worn spots may also be 
touched up with artist’s pastel crayon 


METAL BROCADES 


Liquid metal cleaners can be used on 
coloured brocade slippers. These slip- 
pers, however, will usually go through 
a season without cleaning, provided

CLAM BISQUE 


2 quarts of clams 

4 cups of water 

4 slices of onion 

4 teaspoonfuls of salt 

% teaspoonful of soda 

1 teaspoonful of pepper 

1 teaspoonful of celery-salt 
2 quarts of hot milk 

4 tablespoonfuls of butter 
8 tablespoonfuls of flour 

4 teaspoonfuls of chopped parsley 


The neck and gills are removed from 
the clams, chopped fine, and simmered 
together with the soft part of the clams, 
the water, and the slices of onion for 
fifteen minutes. The soda and season- 
ing are next added. The milk, thick- 
ened with the butter and flour by cook- 
ing them all together, is then added to 
the clams. The bisque is sprinkled 
with parsley and is ready to serve. 
This recipe serves twelve persons. 


CANAPE DANOIS 


Twelve rounds of bread, about two 
and a half inches in diameter, are 
toasted, and each is covered with a very 
thin slice of cooked ham cut the same 
size and shape as the toast. A little 
mustard is spread over the ham. 
Twelve thin slices of smoked salmon 
are cut in semi-circular shape, half the 
size of the slices of ham, and placed on 
top of half of the ham. Half a tea- 
spoonful of Russian caviar is spread 
over the other half. Two hard-boiled 
eggs are hashed fine and _ sprinkled 
evenly over the entire top of the ca- 
napés. A sprig of parsley is placed on 
each or chopped parsley is dusted over 
them. This serves twelve persons. 


BROILED SQUABS WITH MUSHROOMS 
UNDER GLASS 


Half a squab will serve each person. 
The squabs are split down the back, 
rolled in butter and cracker crumbs, 
and broiled. These are served on toast, 
with a small piece of butter placed on 
each. 

Pieces of bread three-eighths of an 
inch thick are toasted on both sides, 
and one slice is placed in each small 
baking dish. The mushrooms are 
cleaned and peeled and piled in conical 
shape on the toast slices. They are 
sprinkled with salt and a few grains of 
pepper, and a half-cup of cream or thin 
white sauce is poured over each pile. 
The mushrooms are then covered and 
baked for about twenty-five minutes in 
a moderate oven (375°), with more 
cream added if necessary. 

If desired, the toast may be spread 
with two tablespoonfuls of grated Par- 
mesan cheese seasoned with salt and 
paprika and mixed with two table- 
spoonfuls of heavy cream or with one 
tablespoonful of butter seasoned 
with a quarter of a teaspoonful of 
lemon-juice and a few grains of salt 
and pepper. The mushrooms may be 
sautéd in butter before being put on 
the toast, if this is preferred. They are 
served with glass covers over each 
individual portion. 


SWEETBREADS BRAISES, BEARNAISE 


12 blanched sweetbreads 

1 medium-sized sliced carrot 
1 medium-sized sliced onion 
1 medium-sized sliced leek 
1 branch of chopped celery 
1 branch of chopped parsley 
2 teaspoonfuls of butter 

2 cloves 

2 ripe, chopped tomatoes 

4 allspices 

Bay-leaf 

2 salt-spoonfuls of thyme 

2 tablespoonfuls of chopped lard 


2 teaspoonfuls of salt 


The butter is melted in a saucepan, 
the lard and all the vegetables and spices 
are added, then the mixture is braised 
on the fire for ten minutes, being 
stirred occasionally. The sweetbreads 
are laid on and sprinkled with two 
teaspoonfuls of salt. Cold water js 
added to half the height of the sweet- 
breads, and the whole is covered with 
a piece of buttered paper. When the 
mixture boils, it is placed in a hot oven 
for thirty minutes. It is served with 
sauce Bearnaise, which is made as 
follows: 


4 small peeled shallots, chopped fine 

2 branches of fresh chopped tarragon 

4 tablespoonfuls of white vinegar 

1 teaspoonful of chopped parsley 

4 raw egg yolks 

24 cupful of hot melted butter 

2 teaspoonfuls of freshly crushed white or black 
whole pepper 


The shallots, tarragon, vinegar, and 
pepper are placed in a small saucepan 
and reduced over a slow fire to half 
their quantity. This mixture is pressed 
through a cheese-cloth into another 
saucepan, which is set on a warm 
corner of the stove, but not where it 
will boil. The egg yolks are added, 
and the mixture is then beaten briskly. 
The hot melted butter is gradually 
added, being mixed well with the 
sauce. It is seasoned with salt (two 
salt-spoonfuls) and one salt-spoonful of 
Cayenne pepper. The sauce is mixed 
well again, the parsley is added and 
mixed in thoroughly, and it is ready to 
serve. 


CRAB MEAT WITH GREEN PEPPERS 


teaspoonfuls of butter 

sweet green peppers 

egg yolks 

cups of fresh flaked crab meat 
cups of cream 

Salt, pepper, and paprika

The butter is melted, and the green 
peppers, cut to fine shreds, are added. 
These are cooked together till the 
peppers are soft. The crab meat, 
seasoned with salt, pepper, and _ pa- 
prika, is added. The mixture is stirred 
until the ingredients are well blended, 
then the cream is added, and. this 
second mixture is simmered for ten 
minutes. The egg yolks, slightly beaten 
and diluted with two teaspoonfuls of 
cream, are stirred in. The concoction 
is mixed well and served hot on toast. 
This amount serves ten people. 


CREME ORIENT 


packages of lemon gelatin 

cupfuls of boiling water 

cupfuls of canned pineapple juice 
cupfuls of cream, whipped 

1% cupfuls of pineapple, diced 

% cupful of preserved ginger, chopped fine

The gelatin is dissolved in the boil- 
ing water, and the pineapple juice is 
added. This mixture is chilled until 
it is thick, but not set, then whipped 
with an egg-beater till it is frothy. The 
cream, pineapple, and ginger are then 
added. This dessert may be piled into 
sherbet glasses or used to fill small 
moulds. It should be served very cold 
and this quantity is sufficient for 
twelve people.

FROZEN PUNCH 


1 pound of granulated sugar 
Rind of one lemon 

Juice of 6 medium-sized lemons 
Juice of 1 orange 

1 cupful of raspberry syrup 

2 teaspoonfuls of maraschino 
1% quarts of lukewarm water

The sugar, grated lemon-rind, and 
juice of the lemons and orange are 
mixed in a bowl. To this liquid, the 
raspberry syrup, maraschino juice from 
the bottle of cherries, and lukewarm 
water are added and thoroughly mixed 
together with a wooden spoon. Eight 
drops of vegetable carmine may be 
added, and the punch is mixed again. 
It is then strained and placed in a 
freezer to be frozen as ice-cream is. 
Punch glasses are filled with the punch, 
garnished with maraschino cherries 
and, if desired, a fluff of whipped 
cream. This serves twelve people. 


NUT QUINCE ICE-CREAM 


2 tablespoonfuls of flour 

2 cupfuls of sugar 

14 teaspoonful of salt 

2 eggs 

4 cupfuls of scalded milk 

2 quarts of thin cream 

4 tablespoonfuls of vanilla 
4 cupfuls of stewed quinces 
2 cupfuls of chopped nut meats 


extract 


The flour, sugar, and salt are mixed, 
and the eggs, slightly beaten, and the 
milk are added gradually. The mix- 
ture is cooked over hot water for 
twenty minutes and stirred constantly 
at first. If the custard has a curdled 
appearance, it will disappear in freez- 
ing. When it is cool, the cream, flavour- 
ing, and quinces are added. This is 
frozen and served in a mould, with 
nut meats scattered over the top, or in 
glasses, with beds of nut 
centre. This will serve twelve people. 


CHESTNUT MOUSSE 


2 pounds of chestnuts 

3 cupfuls of powdered sugar 

8 cupfuls of whipped, sweetened 
Candied fruit 


cream 


The chestnuts are boiled until they 
can be pounded to a paste. The pow- 
dered sugar and whipped and 
sweetened cream are mixed in. The 
mixture is put in a mould, covered 
tightly, and buried in ice and salt un- 
til it is very cold and firm. This will 
take about three hours. When it is 
ready to serve, it is taken out of the 
mould and garnished with chopped 
candied fruit. This dessert serves 
twelve people. 


LADY-FINGERS WITH PINEAPPLE FILLING 


Whites of three eggs 

Yolks of two eggs 

14 cupful of powdered sugar 

1% cupful of flour 

% teaspoonful of salt 

% teaspoonful of vanilla extract 


The whites of the eggs are beaten 
stiff and dry, and the sugar is added 
gradually with continuous beating. 
The yolks of eggs, beaten till thick, 
are added, then the flavouring. The 
flour, which has been sifted with salt 
three times, is folded in. The mixture 
is put in lady-finger tins lined with 
unglazed paper or forced through a 
pastry tube onto a baking sheet. These 
forms are sprinkled with powdered 
sugar and baked in a moderate oven 
(350°) for about eight minutes. They 
are removed from the tins while hot,

and they are allowed to cool. 


PINEAPPLE FILLING 


1 cupful of pineapple juice and pulp 
Juice of % lemon 
% cupful of sugar 


The pineapple, sugar, and lemon- 
juice are cooked until the mixture 
thickens. It is then cooled and spread 
between the halves of the lady-fingers, 
This dessert will serve twenty-four 
people. 


PALLILOS 


2 cupfuls of flour 

1 teaspoonful of baking-powder 
% teaspoonful of salt 

4 tablespoonfuls of shortening 
2 eggs 

2 drops of anise oil 

% cupful of sugar 


All the dry ingredients are mixed 
and sifted. The shortening is added 
and mixed in lightly with the fingers, 
The eggs which have been beaten, and 
the flavouring are then added. The 
dough is kneaded lightly on a floured 
board and rolled to about a quarter 
of an inch in thickness. The roll is 
then cut in pieces four inches long and 
half an inch wide. The strips are 
placed side by side on a greased pan, 
the tops are brushed with melted butter, 
and they are baked in a moderate 
oven (325°). This is a Philippine 
delicacy, making six dozen sticks. 


BRIDE’S CAKE WITH ORNAMENTAL ICING 


1 cupful of butter or white shortening 

2 cupfuls of sugar 

1 teaspoonfu! vi almond or vanilla extract 
% cupful of milk 

3% cupfuls of pastry flour 

3 teaspoonfuls of baking-powder 

Whites of 6 eggs 


The shortening is beaten to a cream, 
and the sugar is gradually added, then 
the flavouring extract, and these are 
beaten together until they are smooth. 
Milk and flour, which has been sifted 
three times with the baking-powder, 
are added alternately, a little at a time. 
The whites of six eggs are beaten until 
they are very light and added to the 
batter, folded in very lightly without 
beating. This mixture is baked in a 
round greased loaf pan in a moderate 
oven (325°) for about one hour and 
frosted with ornamental icing (below). 

ORNAMENTAL ICING 
1% cupfuls of granulated sugar 
% cupful of water 
Whites of 2 eggs 


1 teaspoonful of flavouring extract 
1 teaspoonful of cream of tartar 


The sugar and water are boiled with- 
out stirring until the syrup spins a 
thread; it is then added very slowly 
to the beaten whites of eggs. The 
flavouring and cream of tartar are 
added, and the mixture is beaten until 
it is smooth and stiff enough to spread. 
It is then put over boiling water and 
stirred constantly until the icing grates 
slightly on the bottom of the bowl. 
This icing is spread on the cake, and 
a small portion is saved to ornament 
the edge. This portion can be forced 
through a pastry tube or through a 
cornucopia, made from ordinary white 
letter-paper, to give a fluted edge and 
other decoration.

% cupful of figs 

% cupful of candied pineapple

The figs and pineapple are cut in 
small pieces, and the currants, raisins, 
citron, and nuts, thoroughly floured, 
are added. The butter and sugar 
are slowly creamed, and the yolks of 
eggs are added. These ingredients 
are all mixed well together, and the 
preserves are added. The flour, baking- 
powder, and spices are sifted together 
and added to the mixture. The well- 
beaten whites of eggs are then folded 
in. Cake pans are lined with heavy 
oiled paper, and the cake is baked in a 
slow oven (275°) for one and one- 
half hours. 


ALMOND CAKE 


1% cupful of butter 

2 cupfuls of sugar 

4 eggs 

¥% cupful of almonds, blanched and cut iato fine 
shreds 

% teaspoonful of extract of bitter almond 


2 cupfuls of flour 
1% teaspoonfuls of baking-powder 
% cupful of milk 


% teaspoonful of salt 


To blanch almonds, the shelled nuts 
are covered with boiling water, allowed 
to stand for five minutes, drained and 
rinsed in cold water, after which the 
skins are rubbed off. The butter is 
well creamed, the sugar is added slowly, 
and these are beaten to a smooth 
white cream. The eggs are added, one 
at a time, and the mixture is beaten 
for three or four minutes after each 
egg is added. The almonds and extract 
of almond are added. The flour, baking- 
powder, and salt are sifted together 
and added alternately with the milk to 
the first mixture. These are all mixed 
well into a smooth batter, poured into 
a greased and slightly floured fluted 
mould, and baked in a moderate oven 
(360°) for forty minutes. 


ALMOND SANDWICHES 


The almonds are blanched and 
pounded to a paste in a mortar, with 
a little sugar. This mixture is made 
into a soft paste with rich cream and 
spread on a very thin slice of bread, 
which is then rolHed and tied with 
narrow white ribbon. 


WHITE FRUIT CAKE 


1% cupful of butter 

1% cupful of sugar 

1% teaspoonful of vanilla extract 

% teaspoonful of almond or orange extract 
1 cupful of water 

3 cupfuls of pastry flour 

% teaspoonful of salt 

4 teaspoonfuls of baking-powder 

% cupful of chopped candied cherries 

% cupful of chopped candied pineapple 

2 tablespoonfuls of candied chopped orange-peel

The whites of eggs are folded 
in, and the mixture is baked in a 
greased and slightly floured round loaf 
pan and baked in a moderate oven 
(350°) for about fifty minutes. When 
the cake is removed from the pan and 
cooled, the top and sides are spread 
with white boiled frosting, which is 
decorated before it hardens with strips 
of angelica and candied orange peel. 


FROZEN TOMATO SALAD 


1 package of lemon gelatin 

4 cupfuls of tomato-juice 

2 tablespoonfuls of lemon-juice 
1% teaspoonful of salt 

\% teaspoonful of paprika 

1 teaspoonful of onion-juice 

\ teaspoonful of cloves 


One cupful of the tomato-juice is 
heated to the boiling-point with salt, 
paprika, onion-juice, and cloves. The 
lemon gelatin is dissolved in this hot 
juice, the remainder of the tomato 
juice and lemon-juice are added, and 
the mixture is placed in a freezer. The 
freezer handle is turned for from eight 
to ten minutes. The salad mixture is 
then placed in small baking-powder 
tins and packed in ice and salt to 
remain for about half an hour. This 
is served sliced on lettuce or water- 
cress. Such a salad may also be used 
with meat or fish and served in sherbet 
glasses immediately after freezing. This 
amount serves eight people. 


CRYSTALLIZED STRAWBERRIES 


The finest berries are first selected. 
The whites of eggs (three to each 
liberal two cupfuls of berries) are 
beaten to a stiff froth. Some of the 
fruit is placed in the beaten eggs and 
drained. The egg whites that drip off 
are beaten again, and the process is 
repeated with the other berries. Next, 
the berries are dipped, one by one, in 
finely powdered sugar and placed on 
a paper in a pan and put in a cool 
oven. When the icing is firm, they are 
piled on a plate and put in a cool 
place until they are ready to be served. 


FRUIT PUNCH 


1 cupful of water 

2 cupfuls of sugar 

1 cupful of tea 

2 cupfuls of strawberry syrup 

Juice of 5 lemons 

Juice of 5 oranges 

l can of grated pineapple 

1 cupful of maraschino cherries, with juice from 
the bottle 

1 quart of charged water 


The water and sugar are boiled to 
a syrup for about ten minutes. Then, 
the tea, strawberry syrup, lemon-juice, 
orange-juice, and pineapple are added. 
The mixture is allowed to stand for half 
an hour, when it is strained, and 
sufficient ice-water is added to make 
two gallons of liquid. The cherries and 
charged water are then added, and the 
punch is served in a punch-bowl with 
large pieces of ice. This amount 1S 
sufficient for fifty people.

combines several inharmonious colours 
and is much too striking in design. 
The tweed top-coat (not a bad coat in 
itself) is totally out of keeping; her 
hat is of inappropriate material—gold 


cloth and lace with a fancy, bad 
style pin at the front. She wears an 
unsuitable chain of heavy crystal 


beads and heavily embroidered gloves 
trimmed with applications of coloured 
kid—the fist word in bad style. Her 
expensive bag of gaudy tapestry and 
her black satin shoes, wholly inap- 
propriate for the street, complete an 
ensemble that is expensive, but so ill- 
chosen that the effect is cheap, un- 
becoming, and common. [Beside her is 
a young woman dressed in conservative 
taste, in a costume that is a harmonious 
whole. The dress is a simple model in 
two tones of grey crépe de Chine; her 
coat is of grey cloth to match, trimmed 
with shaded grey fur. Her hat is a 
close, plain shape of grey grosgrain 
ribbon. Her accessories—a single pear] 
choker, plain grey antelope pull-on 
gloves, grey silk stockings, grey suéde 
pumps, and a flat envelope purse of 
soft green leather—complete a costume 
that typifies what is now the accepted 
mode for street wear in town. It is 
appropriate and good style in every 
detail. 


The third examples (shown in the 
photograph at the lower right on page 
89) illustrate good and bad taste in 
costumes for the country. The in- 
correctly dressed young woman at the 
left wears a badly cut, fancy, two-piece 
dress of blue silk embroidered with 
pink rosebuds. Her hat, which is a 
simple felt shape, has been foolishly 
ornamented with a silver ribbon, pink 
flowers, and a pin. She wears a heavy 
crystal necklace and carries a silk bag 
embroidered in roses and white kid 
gloves with frilly cuffs. Her hair js 
done in huge puffs over her ears—q 
vulgar fashion. This young woman 
typifies bad taste from her overdec- 
orated hat to her silly, fussy shoes— 
totally unfit for walking in the country. 
The young woman at the right ex- 
presses everything that is correct and 
in good taste for the country. Her 
coiffure is neat and simple. She wears 
a two-piece dress with a pleated skirt 
of ‘flesh coloured crépe de Chine and 4 
jersey jumper to match. Her simple 
hat is trimmed only with a band of 
grosgrain ribbon. She wears heavy, 
plain, antelope gloves and well-cut 
sensible shoes of white buckskin 
trimmed with brown leather. She is 
comfortably, appropriately, and smartly 
dressed for the country.

the wedding-day to make the news 
known. One may announce the engage- 
ment by sending informal notes to 
one’s friends, by telephone, or by word 
of mouth as one chances to meet them. 


Mrs. M. O.: What is the correct 
form of ceremony for a second wed- 
,ding? Should the bride have atten- 
dants? Would a reception follow the 


ceremony ? 

Ans.: A widow never has more than 
one attendant and most often none. 
She dresses in a colour suitable to her 
years, but never in white, nor does she 
wear orange-blossoms. Her father, 
brother, any male relation, or a close 
friend may give her away. A wedding 
in the very best taste for a widow 
would be a ceremony in a small church 
or chapel, with a few flowers or palms 
in the chancel as the only decoration, 
and with two or four ushers. There 
are no ribboned-off seats, as only very 
intimate friends are asked. The bride 
wears an afternoon street dress and 
hat. Her dress for a church ceremony 
should be more conventional than if 
she were married at home, where she 
could wear a semi-evening gown and 
substitute a head-dress for a hat. There 
may be a _ breakfast afterwards, at 
which the guests are seated, or the 
simplest afternoon tea; in any case, the 
breakfast is, if possible, at the bride’s 
own house. 


Mrs. F. de A.: Where does the ring 
bearer come in the wedding procession ? 

Ans.: Vogue does not advise a ring 
bearer, as this attendant is not seen at 
fashionable weddings. The ring is 
tucked away in the vest pocket of the 
best man and produced when required. 


Miss C. N.: Is it correct to have 
both a matron of horjour and a maid of 
honour? What is the order in which 
the persons in the receiving line stand ? 

Ans.: A bride generally has one maid 
of honour only. This maid of honour 
may be a married woman, but only the 
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newspapers are the authority for call- 
ing her “matron of honour.” She is 
not that. She is a married woman act- 
ing as a maid of honour. “Matron,” 
according to the dictionary, is an elder- 
ly woman. The other attendants to 
the bride are called bridesmaids, and 
she may have as many of these as she 
wishes. Two bridesmaids and one 
maid of honour would be sufficient for 
a small wedding, or even just a maid 
of honour. 

A “receiving line” is not necessary. 
The bride and groom usually stand in 
some inner room, or on the further side 
of the main room; the bridesmaids and 
maid of honour stand about them, and 
the groomsmen go to and fro bringing 
up people to congratulate them. The 
bride’s mother stands near the door to 
receive her guests as they come in.

Just a shade of difference separates 
this rougher kind of travelling cos- 
tume from the lighter tailleur. The 
great majority of costumes for street 
wear are of this latter type: simple 
coats or suits in light-weight wool- 
lens, tailored dresses in kasha, wool 
crépe. crépe de Chine. Since this cos- 
tume is the generally useful, all-day 
ensemble that can be worn to the smart 
restaurant for luncheon or even for 
tea, there is a wide choice possible 
in shoes. The substantial walking 
strap shoe or Oxford can be worn. The 
pump or the lighter strap shoe is 
often permissible, if simple in design 
But there is one shoe that fits this 
street ensemble to perfection, and 
this is the high-heeled Oxford with 
light lines, like No. 8 on page 85. 

Though the high-cut pump leads the 
list of shoes that are smartest for 
late afternoon, this class also includes 
the plain opera pump, the pump with 
the buckle, the strap slipper, and, for 
the most formal occasions, the low-cut 
sandal.

The sabot-strap shoe, an example of 
which is shown on page 85, is the most 
interesting variation of the strap shoe.

that they are always put away in heavy, 
black tissue-paper to keep out the light 
and, by this means, to keep them from 
tarnishing. 


RIDING-BOOTS 


Every time that boots come back 
from a ride, they should be cleaned. 
Spots of mud and the rubbed part that 
has come into contact with the horse 
should be washed off with a wrung-out 
soapy cloth, rinsed, and thoroughly 
dried. If the boot is brown, the proper 
shade of shoe cream is put on next. 
There is one good shoe cream that 
comes in all sorts of colours and for all 
sorts of purposes. If the boot is black 
calfskin, then blacking is used, polished 
off with the usual brush. When the 
boot is intended for rough wear, the 
surface can be polished with the handle 
of a tooth-brush! This is the process 
called “boning,” which is a sacred rite 
with the English valet. Saddle soap. 
which is a preservative for all leather, 
can be rubbed on dry to be absorbed 
by the boot between wearings. 


THE CHOICE OF STOCKING SHADES 


This guide to chic in shoes could not 
be complete without some attention 
being given to stocking colours, for the 
stocking, with the present shortness of 
skirts, is a long and important link 
between the costume and its footwear. 

There is no outstanding stocking 
colour any more, because the question 
of colour harmony in hosiery is con- 
sidered so carefully with each en- 
semble. With a brown shoe, for in- 
stance, one chooses from an_ infinite 
variety of wood shades. The lighter 
tones of beige shoes are usually matched 
exactly in hosiery to give an unbroken, 
nude look to the leg and foot. 

The grey shoe usually takes a grey 
stocking, of the same or a lighter shade, 
although, when the costume and the

It is from I. Miller, and the lac- 
ings are in brown with flecks of red- 
brown. 

A shoe of simple, but distinguished 
line, No. 9, from Slater, is of kid in 
two tones of tan with the heel in the 
lighter tone. No. 10, also a step-in 
model, is from I. Miller and is of black 
suéde with black kid trimmings and 
heel. 

The strap model of black patent 
leather and grey lizard, No. 11, from 
Pedemode, reverses the usual order. 
The Delman sandal, No. 12, is of kid 
in black with delicate white pipings, 
to be worn with an afternoon ensemble. 
Shoecraft features No. 13, a sandal of 
kid with trimming of alligator. An- 
other effective strap shoe, No. 14, is 
from I. Miller and is of beige kid and 
lizard.

shoe are both a light French-grey, a 
soft rosy-nude shade is attractive. 
Dark grey or taupe sheer _ stock- 
ings are effective with navy-blue and 
with black or green coats trimmed 
in grey fur. These dark stockings are 
also an excellent choice with a black 
Oxford, because the break at the high 
line of the shoe becomes less decided. 

The black costume, more than any 
other, is usually trimmed with a con- 
trasting colour, and this governs the 
shade of tan or grey or nude that will 
be most effective in hosiery. With the 
white shoe, the rules again are variable. 
The most usual choice is a nude shade, 
and the newest nude shades for day- 
time are less pink and more on the 
blond, honey tones, more nearly ap- 
proximating the exact colour of the 
sunburned skin. White stockings are 
worn for sports clothes, and many of 
these white stockings are of the sheer 
lisle now so popular. White shoes 
trimmed with tan or brown look well 
only with white stockings or with light 
stockings in the same tone of tan. This 
is true in general of two-toned shoes’ 
stockings blend with one or the other 
shade. 

In the evening, the pink-tinted nude 
stocking is general, and this rosy tinge 
must then be exaggerated because of its 
tendency to fade out under electric light. 
Silver and gold coloured stockings are 
often worn with metal kid or metal bro- 
cade or metal-trimmed black satin slip- 
pers. The new note is the wearing of 
pastel shades in stockings for the eve- 
ning, to match the slipper or gown. 
At Saint Moritz, where the evening 
mode is so significant, these coloured 
stockings were very chic this past season. 
Now that stockings are so sheer, these 
shades are no more than a tone of 
colour and are often more attractive 
than contrasting nude hosiery with all 
the inches that now intervene between 
one’s dancing frock and the dancing 
floor.
